2. Visiting lodges of the Order are hereby 
notified that no bands protested by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians will be permitted 
to render service during the convention. 

3. Lodges from localities where musicians 
are organized are therefore cautioned to ex- 
ercise due care in providing themselves with 
bands against which the Musicians’ Unions of 
the respective localities cannot protest as such 
bands will not be permitted to perform. 

4. Ledges from districts where musicians 
are not organized must refrain from engaging 
bands which are listed-as being unfair to the 
American Federation of Musicians, as such 
bands will not be permitted to perform. 

5. Furthermore it is agreed that a copy of 
this covenant be forwarded to all lodges of 
the Loyal Order of Moose not later than May 
15, 1917, by the General Executive Committee 
of the convention.

INJURED INNOCENCE. 





Mr. William Ewing! Manager 
Ewing’s Zouave Band,, of Champaign, 
Ill., in October, 1916, wafted into 
Omaha, Neb., with his band to fill an 
engagement with the Ak-Sar-Ben fes- 
tivities. He claimed to be a member 
of No. 196, A. F. of M., ot Champaign, 
Ill., and also claimed that all the 
members of his band theld cards in 
some Local of the A. F. of M. The 
Omaha Local No. 70 suspicioned that 
all Was not as it should be. An in- 
vestigation developed that five mem- 
bers of the band had joined in Omaha. 
These five through ignorance of the 
law by a Local secretary, had secured 
cards through a telegram with tele- 
graphc money order for the fees and 
dues sent this unsuspecting Local sec- 
retary by innocent Mr. Wm. Ewing, 
of Champaign, Ill. When Local No. 
70 found how these cards had been 
illegally obtained, promptly confiis- 
cated them, and refused to recognize 
the validity of these cards. Under 
the laws of the A. F. of M. Mr. Ewing 
was supposed to pay the members 
of his band not les sthan $30 per week. 
The investigation proved that the 
highest wages Ewing was paying was 
$20 per week, and from that down to 
$18, $16, $14 and $12 per week. 

A fine of $500 was imposed on him. 
When notified of this action he at 
once set up a cry of injured innocence. 
He failed to pay the fine and for such 
failure was expelled from the A. F. 
of M. He asserts he has plenty of 
bookings for next season, and boasts 
that he can get all the members of the 
A. F. of M. he desires. We do not 
believe this statement, and consider 
it an insult to the honest members of 
the A. F. of M., and hope the mem- 
bership will avoid this man as they 
would a pestilance. 

To cinch the matter of this man’s 
unfairness two affidavits are submit- 
ted, showing the kind of character 
Ewing is. While he was doing this 
underhand business he was violating 
his obligation to the A. F. of M.

THE CRY FOR JAZZ. 





I will not atteempt a distinct defini- 
tion for the word “Jazz,” but as a 
professional trap drummer in an up- 
to-date dance orchestra, I think 1 
shall be able to give some conception 
of the application of the word. 

After wiping the perspiration from 
my brow, which has accumulated 
there as a result of toting a super- 
fluous amount of instruments, but 
which, collectively, I call “junk,” I 
begin to unpack this colletcion and 
sort it out. By the time I have placed 
the last toy, or instrument, if you 
please, my grunting has settled down 
to a definite monotone as the result 
of bending over so much, and my 
ears are utterly immune to this wail- 
ing of my body until the violinist be- 
gins to tune up and produces an un- 
bearable discord with my un-musical 
monotone. My ears immediately send 











an “S. O. S.” to my brain which in 
turn directs me to straighten up and 
then we are ready to begin. 

Every one watohes for the first 
stroke of the. music, wondering 
whether or not we are capable of 
giving them lots of “pep.” Well, 
after we have all expressed our senti- 
ments regarding the size of the 
crowd and as to whether the evening 
will pass quickly or slowly, we begin. 

I immediately try to make a boiler 
factory sound like a group of babies 
pounding marshmallows, in compari- 
son to the amount of music that I 
get out of my “junk.”

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Chinese wood block with a violence 
that would make it difficult for a 
Chinaman to recognize his native in- 
strument after I have played a few 
numbers on it. 

About this time I am breathing 
rather hard, and in order not to waste 
any precious breath, I blow it through 
a wind whistle, which is made espe- 
cially for the purpose of receiving 
surplus wind from drummers. It is a 
boon to the traveling kind also, as it 
creates a tremendous amount of noise. 
The next thing I do is to play music- 
ally on the cow bell. This is done 
by ‘hitting it as hard as possible in 
the spot where the tone is the great- 
est in volume, even though the musi- 
cal tone of the cow bell must be sacri- 
ficed for the sake of noise. It is a 
shame to abuse the emblem of the 
royal order of cows in this manner, 
but it cannot be helped, the dancers 
want music, 

I have thus far employed only a 
few of my instruments and I must, 
by all means, use some more, other- 
wise I will be considered as “loaf- 
ing on the job;” so I pick up my tam- 
bourine and castanets and try to give 
an impersonation of the finale in a 
minstrel show. This makes a pretty 
good ‘hit with the dancers, and I am 
instilled with ambition to do more, so 
I try to hit the crash-cymbal, bass 
drum, snare drum and tom-tom, all at 
one time, on the last beat of the piece, 
and the effect is similar to that of a 
few tons of plate glass falling through 
eight tin roofs and then landing on a 
charge of dynamite. 

Now, that is real music, and if you 
are in doubt as to the truth of this 
statement, you should see how a 
crowd of danceres go into hysterics 
over such a wonderful interpretation 
of musical art as I have described. 

What would you call it, music or 
“Jazz?”

THE END OF KINGS. 





Not often is it given to the sword to 
point the way to liberty. It is the 
prop of kings rather than an instru-

LOYALTY DEFINED. 





Roscoe Conklin Simmons, negro citizens of the United 
States, made an address a short time ago to a meeting 
of people of hisown race. There are parts of that address 
that every citizen of the United States should read. It 
is a speech that should do much for the negro race in 
this country. Simmons said: 


“We have a record to defend, but no treason, thank 
God, to atone or explain. While in chains we fought to 
free white men—from Lexington to Carrizal—and re- 
turned again to our chains. No negro has ever insulted 
the flag. No negro ever struck down a president of these 
United States. No negro ever sold a military map or 
secrets to a foreign government. No negro ever ran 
under fire or lost an opportunity to serve, to fight, to 
bleed and to die in the republic’s cause. Accuse us of 
what you will—justly and wrongly—no man can point 
to a single instance of our disloyalty. Grievances I have 
against this people, against this government, injustice to 
me there is, bad laws there are upon the statute books, 
but in this hour of peril I forget—and you must forget— 
all thoughts of self or race or creed or politics or color. 
That, boys, is loyalty.”

ON THE BORDER. 








Members of the A. F. of M. outside of what is known 
as “The Border,” the dividing line between the U. S. and 
Mexico, have no idea of the many complex problems the 
members of the Federation living on the border have to 
contend with. 


Since Diaz ceased to be the dictator of Mexico a large 
number of United States troops have always been sta- 
tioned on the border, either as regulars or State troops 
mustered into the United States service, every regiment 
of which had its band. In every one of these communi- 
ties there is always a certain contingent of business men, 
usually organized as a chamber of commerce, that en- 
thusiastically welcome the assignment of U. S. troops to 
their community, because it means business, pure busi- 
ness, the making of money, through supplying these 
troops with needed supplies of every imaginable descrip- 
tion. Naturally these people want to make themselves 
persona grata with the military, and they conclude that 
one way to accomplish this is by favoring the bands of 
the various commands. The advent of the military 
vastly increases social activities. The enterprising gen- 
tlemen intrusted with keeping in good graces with the 
people who control this valuable source of revenue, in 
arranging for social functions, always try to get the mili- 
tary band representing that particular military group. 

Under the act of Congress, approved May 11, 1908, 


little difficulty was experienced in securing the services 
of army bands because of the “joker” in the act, which 
said that military bands could render service “without 
remuneration.” When the civilian musicians protested 
against such unwarranted and illegal interference in their 
means of earning a livelihood, they were very politely in- 
formed that there was no violation of an act of Congress, 
as the army band in question had not recervea remunera- 
tion. Everybody concerned knew that statement was a 
lie, because invariably a donation was made to the “mess 
fund,” or some other darn fund; but it worked all right to 
the advantage of the military musician and to the detri- 
ment of the civilian musician, and the civilian chamber of 
commerce, or other like employers of the military, were 
highly elated. 


From 1908 to 1916 efforts were made by the officials 
of the A. F. of M. to remedy this evil by having a drastic 
measure passed making it impossible for an enlisted mu- 
sician, under any pretense whatever, to interfere with 
entployment of civilian musicians, and on June 3, 1916, 
President Wilson signed such a bill. The various cham- 
bers of commerce on the border were furious, and at 
once determineed to, if possible, destroy the Locals of 
the A. F. of M., whom they held responsible for depriving 
them of cheap and often freé music. 


In San Antonio, Texas, they succeeded in getting a 
Gen. Green to interpret the law so military bands would 
be permitted to play for charitable affairs. It did not re- 
quire a Bismarck to diplomatically arrange all social 
functions under the broad cléak of charity. Local No. 23, 
A. F. of M., of San Antonio, rightfully protested against 
the interpretation of Gen. Green. The Local insisted 
that Gen. Green was an executor of the law, not an inter- 
preter of the law. This was laid before the War De- 
partment. Gen. Green is not now acting as an interpreter 
of acts of Congress, at least not in San Antonio. That sa- 
lubrious climate knows him no more. He has been re- 
moved to green fields and pastures new. But the cham- 
ber of commerce of San Antonio is up in arms and legs 
against Local No. 23, of San Antonio. Why? The mem- 
bers of Local No. 23, A. F. of M., of San Antonio, are 
every one of them American citizens. Every one is a 
permanent resident of San Antonio; many of them own 
their own homes. Every one of them is just as much in- 
terested in the welfare of San Antonio as any member of 
the chamber of commerce. Ought not the chamber of 
commerce of San Antonio, which claims tobe the best 
representative of the uplift of the city, be much more 
interested in the uplift of their fellow citizens and fellow 





tax-payers, and we may say fellow boosters for San 
Antonio, of the A. F. of M., than in a lot of men who, 
though, on account of their presence bringing business to 
San Antonio, are only here today and will be gone hence 
tomorrow? 

The members of Local No. 23 are in San Antonio to 
stay. All their interests are involved in the progress and 
uplift of the city. Any fair minded man must concede 
that as a booster for San Antonio the chamber of com- 
merce ought to extend support to their neighbors and 
fellow citizens, in preference to men whose interest in 
San Antonio is only transient, and will be gone tomorrow. 

The attitude of the chamber of comerce of San An- 
tonio fits all others on the border. 

As far as military competition is concerned, that ques- 
tion is settled forever. It is not likely that another Gen. 
Green will attempt to act as Attorney-General of the 
United States. 

The future menace on the border will be the Mexican 
question. Since the Diaz regime was deposed there has 
been one revolution after another in Mexico. The losers 
in these revolutions have filled Texas with Mexican 
refugees. Among these refugees there are many musi- 
cians. These people know nothing of our methods of 
handling the question of political economy. Trade union- 
ism is unknown to them as Sanskrit is to us. They have 
left their own country to save their lives. Being here, 
the law of self-preservation appeals to them most 
strongly. They must live. Among them are a number 
of musicians, many of them quite capabie. The unfair 
employer takes prompt advantage of the unfortunate po- 
sition of these people and offers them employment. In 
some of the finest hotels on the border, whose owners are 
rapidly becoming millionaires, the managers will dis- 
pense with the services of members of the A. F. of M. 
and install these refugee Mexicans for the magnificent 
remuneration of their meals and possible tips. 

In nearly all the picture houses on the border you 
will find either a machine or a Mexican orchestra. Six 
dollars'a week in American money is considered by these 
really unfortunates, a princely salary. They are not to 
blame. They know no better, but that contentptible 
skunk manager, in his greed to grab every dollar he can, 
regardless of the just rights of others, is to blame. Fur- 
thermore, he could be successfully fought and compelled 
to act décent; but when you take into consideration that 
in, or about these border towns, there are always sta- 
tioned from twenty to forty thousand soldiers, who cn- 
tinually seek for some place for filling in an idle hour, 
you may realize what our brothers on the border are up 
against.

DASTARDLY FRAMS UP. 








Every trades union in the country should vigorously 
take up the case of Warren K. Billings and Thomas J. 
Mooney, whom the Chamber of Commerce of San Fran- 
cisco is trying to railroad to life imprisonment in the case 
of Billings, and to the gallows in the case of Mooney, for 
alleged complicity in the bomb explosion which occurred 
in San Francisco July 22, 1916, during a “Preparedness” 
parade. The Chamber of Commerce succeeded in secur- 
ing the withdrawal of the regularly commissioned deetec- 
tives of the city and turning the case over to the no- 
torious Martin Swanson, chief detective of the infamous 
United Railways of San Francisco. Mooney was par- 
ticularly obnoxious to this company because he was 
guilty of the unpardonable crime of trying to organize 
the employes of the company. A reward of $17,000 was 
offered for the conviction of Billings and Mooney. It 
was easy to get witnesess to swear to anything for a 
goodly share of this boodle. Strike-breakers, gunmen, 
ex-convi¢ts, prostitutes, drunken degenerates, like Ox- 
man, dope fiends and other perverts, came forward in 
droves. Prosecuting Attorney Chas. M. Fickert, a tool 
of the United Railways, took the choice of this motley 
crew, and after a thorough “preparedness” they delivered 
the goods to a packed jury and convicted both Billings 
and Money, who had no more to do with the explosion 
than President Wilson did.- But the public was not 
fooled, and an upheaval has developed that can be heard 
and felt throughout the land. The good people of San 
Francisco are determined to bring to justice the men 
responsible for this hideous crime. Fickert, Swanson and 
a few prominent members of the Chamber of \Commerce 
may yet be given a dose of the medicine they tried to 
administer to innocent men, for no other reason than that 
they were active officials in the trades union movement.

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PATRIOTISM. 








Look out for all kinds of frauds and fakes that will be 
attempted under the guise of patriotism. Patriotic citi- 
zens who otherwise can’t get their names in the papers 
will get up patriotic meetings. Committees are ap- 
pointed, money. is raised, of course ; music is needed. The 
muscians are appealed to to furnish free music, and if 
they refuse, are at once charged with lack of patriotism. 
If there is a military or naval post in the vicinity, the 
commander of such is pestered to furnish these patriots 
free military or naval music. The leader of one of these 
military bands told the writer that the adjutant’s desk 
is piled with applications for the use of the band for every 
conceivable purpose, all under the guise of patriotism.
